Ship ‘“Straddled 
With Bombs” 


Those who could not find realy 
huddled on the bust deck The 
sky was unbroken blue, the sun

Lunch was still being served at 
4 pan, when the Urst airplanes ap- 
peared, They attacked Qe Lan- 
castria ineffectually for half oan 
hour, 

But suddenly they straddled the 
ship oowith bombs, She isted,

Captain Shouted 
“No More” 


This is the story an Ariny officer

-My friends had 
Intended to board the Lincastria, 
but the captain was shouting 'No 
More,’ and they had to go over to 
the other troupship. 

“The planes were only 200 feet 
up. 1 thought they were Hritish,

MEDITERRANEAN

LONDON, Aug. 29 (UP).—We have just been in- 
formed that owing to the tremendous difficulties that 
he is encountering in his battle against England, Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler has decided to play his: war game in 
the Mediterranean. 

Within a few days, he is going to transfer a sub- 
stantial force to the Mediterranean in order to reinforce 
the Italians, Thus, he will try to beat the British on 
sea at Alexandria and on land in Egypt. 

The Fuchrer.is going short of petroloum. He feels that if 
tho Axis could obtain supremacy in the Mcditorrancan, England 
would be deprived of petrofeum which is now obtained fron: 
\raq and fran. This would also do away with the possibility of 
the Balkan countrias, the Sovict Union and: Turkey turning 
against. the Axis if the situation becomes unfavourable for 


Germany. - - ~

Well-informed circles here sce the situation as. follows. 


If England succeeds in holding her own on the Mediter- , 


ranean and the North Sea, she will face the winter under the 
best conditions possible, because Britain. ruling the Mediter- 
rancan means that Germany can only obtain her netroleum 
through Rumania via the Danube. 

Germany's production is. absolutely insignificant, since the 
Soviet Union docs not give her any petroleum.  @ 

On the other hand, if Britain were to lose the Mediter-. 
rancan, she will face a very serious winter and very precarious 
conditions. Her only hope, will be the United States. .

BRITISH BATTLE DRESS 


IE interval between the 
Napoleonic and Crimean 
Wars brought forth the 
most magnificent, though 
admittedly the least practi- 
cal, cxamples of military 
costume which the world has 
so far seen. 


Although this great re- 
naissance was  continent- 
wide it was in England that 
it may, without any undue 
boasting, be considered to 
have produced its finest 
manifestations. 


This was in a large measure 
due to the talents and {nde- 
fatigable energy of one man; 
that too frequently despised 
figure, His Majesty King George 
IV. That monarch was accus- 
tomed to devote his leisure 
hours, and they were many, to 
a number of hobbies all of them 
expensive and few of them 
innocent, among which his pas- 
sion for designing military uni- 
forms was less open to criticism 
than most, , 

While still a young man, he had 
been responsible for the Introduction 
of the full-dress hussar unlform to 
the parade grounds of this country; 
but while his father wag still altve 
and reasonably sane his ortglnallty 
and powers of Invention were con- 
sontly belng thwarted by the innate 
conservatism of that elderly monarch, 
But as s00n as he was fn a position 
to exercise supreme power the bar- 
rack squares of England blossomed 
like Alpine meadows in springtime. 

The first ond most noticcable 
change was caused by the Introduc- 
tion of various foreign fashions which 
had frst attracted British military 
attention during the occupation of 
Paris. Of these the new Infantry 
shako was the most immediately 
noticeable. 

Hitherto, almost alone among the 
armies of Europe, the British had 
retalncd the old cylindrical shape 
with the plume at the side and a high 
plate in front. This was now re- 
Placed by a model on French Mnes, 
considerably wider at the top than 
at the bottom and with the plume 
in int, 

Another foreign fashion which 
enjoyed a widespread though short 
popularity {n smart circles, civil os 
well aos military, were ‘Cossack 
trousers’, exaggeratedly baggy gar- 
ments very full from hip to ankle 
and strapped under the boots. 

s e es 

At the same time an entirely 
new cavalryman now made his 
first appearance in the ranks of 
the British Army, borrowed, 
like the Hussar some years pre- 
viously, from the Continent com- 
plete with all his original trap- 
Pings—the Lancer. 

With the disappearance of the 
medieval knight, the Jance os a 
cavalry -weapon. had . practically 
vanished from European battleficlds 
save in Poland where it was never 


abandoned hy certain formations of 
light cavalry. 

During the course of the Revolu- 
tionary and Napotconic wars, in- 
volving as they did vast areas of 
Eastern Europe hitherto almost total- 
ly unknown to the gencrals of the 
West, the skill and value of these 
Polish units were soon apprecinted 
and a whole regiment of Pollsh 
lancers was embodied in the Grande 
Armee, where ao French lancer re- 
giment was shortly afterwards ratsed 
and cquipped on Identical Hines. The 


most remarkable item of their uni-. 


form was the cap; a high, peaked 
affair with ao square crown, This 
wis wor in a modified form by all 
lancer regiments in every army until 
the last war and Js still retained to. 
day by all Pollsh regiments. 

However, it was not s0 much the 
shape and cut of the actual uniforms 
which made this period so remark- 
able but rather the number and 
richness of the trappings with which 
they were cmbellished. Most of 
these were purely functfonal In 
origin but had by now lost all con- 
nection with the original purposes 
they were designed to serve. 

On every shoulder sprouted en-~ 
ormous cpaulettes, each manly breast 
was ctiss-crossed by a tangle o' 
niguillettes and weil out of reach In 
the mlddle of the back there reposed 
an ornamental cartridge = pouch 
heavily emblazoned with badges and 
cyphers. 

The amount of gold Ince employed 
for the greater glory of the commis- 
sloned ranks during these years must 
have been beyond the reach of all 
computation; gold cords attached the 
shako to the tunic, gold tassels 
twisted and hung from the sword-

conceivable form of frogging and 
arabesque almost hid, so thick was 
It, the colour of the cloth beneath.

As a final example of tho 
length to which tho military 
tailors went in their efforts to 
attain the utmost degree of im- 
pressiveness, let us-for a mo- 
ment consider the uniform of 
the Horse Guards during the 
reign of George IV. 

Tight. blue trousers ornamented 
with ao broad gold stripe, a culrnss 
similar to that worn to-day, immense 
gold cpaulettes, o gold shoulder-belt 


attached to a.cartridge pouch of. the’ 


same material, the whole crowned 
by.an enormous bearskin enlivened 


with n heavy gold cord and tassel 
and a scarict plume of prodigious 
size, 

It is not surprising to learn that 
the regiment was foreed at that 
time to abandon any form of drill 
with the sabre as, first, the sleeves 
of their tunics were so tight they 
always split, and sccond, they !n- 
variably sliced off thelr plumes. 

When George IV dled and waa 
succeeded by his brother there was 
en alteration of policy in sartorial 
matters. William IV had served in 
the Navy~ and had no Interest at all 
in the nicetics of military costume. 
His only’ actlvity in these matters 
was confined to a vain effort to re 
strict moustaches, which had re- 
cently attained o great vogue, to 
Hussar regiments, to relieving the 
Houschold cavalry of their ponder- 
ous bearskins and generally to cut- 
Ung down expenditure by the dis- 
couragement of extravagance, 

However, gencrally spenking, no 
grent change took place until the 
outbreak of the Crimean War, 

° 


Tho well-meant efforts of the 
Prince Consort to encourago a 
more rational form of military 


¢ clothing were confined to the 


substitution of the present form 
of helmet with a spike and plume 
for the crested model with 
which William IV had supplicd 
the Life Guards and the inven- 
tion of a hideous form of shako 


with o peak fore and aft. 

That tamentable conflict, however, 
to which our troops marched off in 
much the same costume os they had 
worn at Waterloo, was productive of 
a great many highly nccessary, 
though from the picturesque stand- 
point regrettable, changes. 

The first of these was the the re- 
placement of the old cutaway, 
swallow-talled coat, worn by all 
units save the Hussars and Horse 
Artillery, by the tunic which reigned 
supreme In one form or another until 
the introduction’ of battle-dress. 

Epauilecttes were abolished and are 
now worn only by the Gentlemen- 
at-arms and naval officers !n full 
dress. But -most important of all 
was the Idea which now made itself 
felt for the first tlme that It was 
perhaps advisable to differentiate be- 
tween the parade-ground and ‘the 
batticficld and to dress the troops 
accordingly. At almost the same 
time far away in India the brilliant 
iden of protective colouring had 
occurred to certaln more intelligent 
officers and khaki was evolved. But 
It would not be scen in Europe for 
another half-century. 

Probably thd most important event 
that occurred in military life in 
England between the Crimean and 
Boer Wars was the Volunteer move- 
ment of the sixties. Once aogain 
France had become, or so everyone 
supposed, the most powerful military 
Power in Europe, Under the domina- 
tion of this Nlusion a sudden panic 
seized the country which had as Its 
only two permanent results the 
erection of a large number of rather 
unconvincing-looking - forts on the 
South Const, and the formation of 
innumerable units of enthusiastic 
amateur riflemen-from whom ¢ven- 
tually the Territorial Army was to 
evolve, —~ ‘ J

As France was the leading mili

dashing English middle-closses tho 
result: verged on the grotesque. A 
very Jow kepl ornamented with 
cooks’ plumes and exceedingly baggy 
pantaloons, as worn in tho French 
Army by the Voltlgeurs, alternated 
with pegtop trousers and glengarrys 
as the most popular items of attire. 

During the latter half of Victoria's 
reign few changes of any importance 
occurred until the outbreak of the 
Boer Wur. The only visible cffoct 
of the defeat-of- France !n-1870 and” 
the cansequent emergence of Prussia - 
os Military Power No. 1 -was the 
adoption of a hidcous spiked helmct 
for most infantry regiments except 
the Guards, : 

But with the Boer war an entirely 
new epoch as regards military uni+ 
forms began. Considcrable experi- 
ence in the use of protective colour+ 
ing had been obtained in the Indian 
wars and in the Sudan, and now for 
the first time o really large expedi- 
tlonary force left the shores of Eng- 
land not dressed in scarlet, : 

As a result, khaki became tho 
standard service dress for oll units 
in the British army. From now on 
the only changes would be of detall 
and cut, 

To-day oll units are clad ollke in 
a costume which, although doubtless 
Possesscd of avery practical advan- 
tage, unfortunately tends to encoure 
age a belief that its wearer are all 
garage mechanics off. for o day's ski- 
ing.

Tho Prince of Wales 


Toward the close of the thirteenth century, Saxon King 
Edwerd 1 determined once and for all to subdue the rebellious 
tribesmen dwelling in’ the hills of Wales. He chose this 
auspicious moment because David, last of the lineal princes of 
the Welsh, had been executed by the English na a traitor in 
1283, and the hillamen lacked a regent 

While prosecuting the war, Edward became a father, Be- 
cause it was in those days the custom fora queen to follow her 
warrior busband on the battle trail, this baby boy was born at 
Carnarvon Caatle, in Welah territory. 

Sensing the opportonity of uniting England and Wales in 
a common bond, Edward promised the defiant chiefs a prince 
born in Wales and unable even to speak English, The billamen 
gladly offered peace In return: and, although disconcerted on 
finding they had been duped, kept their pact. 

Thus it was that Balward of Carnarvon became Che frat of 
England's twenty Princes of Wales. The first son born to an 
Engtish sovereign does not necessarily inherit the title, how. 
ever; for the honour must be formally bestowed by Parliament 
Therefore, even should a son be born to King George VI, the 
child would not take automatic possession of the historic tithe 
relinquished by Mdward VII in 1936.—Joseph A. Moore,

CCORDING to the latest in- 
formation available, the 
Italian Army includes two ar- 
moured divisions as well as a 
number of independent tank 
regiments. 


It 1s, ns would be expected, strong 
in’ mountain troops; there are five 
divisions of Alpini which are well 
trained and cquipped, adapted to 
warfare on the Franco-Itallan fron- 
tler and, generally speaking, probn- 
bly the .best troops Italy possesscs. 

Some of her infantry dtvislons 
might be rnnked ns fair second-rate 
troops; that js to say, they could 
probably be relied upon to attack, 
even with ardour, so long as arma- 
ment and numerical strength were 
markedly in their favour. The 
Jower-grade formations still nppear 
to have small military value, in 
spite of Mussdlini’s cfforts to im- 
prove thelr spirit. 


On the other hand, the Italian 
Army has certain good points. Its 
equipment is in general medern, 
and it was given a valuable trial in 
Spain. The Itallan soldier is hardy 
and ‘frugal, and can campaign in 
heat which would try any other 
European troops severely. The cn- 
fincers are clever and quick In their 
work. The mechanical transport is 
of good quality

In summing up what is known 
mbout the Italian air force the chief 
thing to remember Is not to un- 
derestimate it. 

Too often in the past we have 
underestimated the enemy's strength, 
and on this occasion It is more than 
ever Importnnt that there should be 
ne error on the optimistic side. 

The numerical strength of the 
Italian alr force has been estimated 
at varivus figures ranging between 
1,000 first-line reroplanes and about 
3.000. It Is cerlain that they com- 
prisc a great many different designs, 
ond In this they differ from the 
German air force, which uses a high 
degree of standardisation, 

Perhaps the Italians’ best machines 
are thelr marine aircraft, which 
have been developed extensively. 
Thetr flying-boats have done ex- 
tremely good work jn the past and 
so have many of their floating sea- 
planes. Their Inndplanes do not 
show any greal technical brilliance.
